Upon Peruſal 
of which, the Reader, (T1 am certain, will joyn with me in this one juſt Re- 
mark ; That in all theGlories of 0::r deſervingly Great Monarch, Merey is 


.one of his moſt. Shiniug Titles; His Enemies have met that both unexpected 
| and unmerited Clemency in his Majefties moſt Gracious Conceſſions towards 


them, that plainly tells the World, the whole buſineſs of his Arms was to 
Reclaim, not Vanquiſh: Ze infringes nit Liberty, even where he makes 
Subjection. - <_- 
There is one farther Recommendation to our Short ( but Glorious ) TTiftory, 
viz. that what T here preſent you, is the Work of Engliſh Hands ; Azd that, 
without a Vanity, the whole F rogreſs of the late Engluh Arms in Ireland, has 


_ as much” Signaliz'd the "True Britiſh Valour, as axy of the Antiquer Monu- 


ments of our Remoter Recorded Predeceſſours, And indeed, to Crown all 
theſe Glorious Succeſſes, there-ſeems to be a continued Chain of Providences 
attending that whole Expedition ; For, not t9 Inſtance his Majeſties prodigi- 
ons Viftory at the Boyn, with which all Tongues are already filled; together, 
with that Famous Battle at Aghrim, where Fortune, for ſome Fours, ſtood 
dubious ; and indeed, the whole Condutt and Zeal of the Renown'd General

Ginckle, who Challenges our no common Applauſe and Veneration: Perhaps, 
nothing, was more remarkably Signal, than the Siege of Athlone, affordin 
( poſſibly ?) one of the fairef? Lawrells throuxgh that whole Scene of Britiſh 
Glory. For, when after our Poſſeſſion of the hither part of the Town, the 
Enemy (who had broken down the Bridge) had ſo often burnt our Faſcines, 
and ſo reſolutely oppos'd our Paſſage that Way; inſamuch, that the General 
deſparing of approaching on that Side, had reſolved to draw off, and paſs 
the Shannon higher above the Town (though ſo late in the Tear, and the 
Summer /o far advanc'd) to begin a New Seige on the other Side, in the 
Pace of the Iriſh Army that lay incampt there: It was (T ſay) Major (now 
Lieutenant ) General Talmaches Propoſal, at a Council of War, (in which 
he very hardly prevailed) to head, as a Volunteer, a ſele#'Party of 1 500, 
and Wade the River, to enter the Breach : Which he execured with that 
 Celerity aud Courage, that the Storming and Taking of that Important 
Place, was an Adion unprecedented, and inimitable ; With ſo poor a Hand- 
| ful to puſh ſo bold a Sword, and carry ſo intire a Victory, again#t ſo Great 
' aſtrength within, and the whole Iriſh Army bat an Hours march without, was 
an Enterpriſe ſo hardy (and that ſo purely and wholy his own,) that Poſteri- 
ty will read it with Wonder : And which, to his laſting Fame, will ſupply as 
Gallant a Memorial, as ever adorn'd the Engliſh Annals. 

And as the early Conqueit of that Garriſon was the Key, that ſoon after, 
open'd the Gates of Galloway and Lymerick ; and conſequently the Expe- 
| dirious Redaftion of Ireland, /o highly both to the Engliſh Glory, His Maje- 
flies Intereſt, and the Advantage of Chriſtendom, was ſo much. owing to 
that Memorable Action ; 1 may juſtly ſay, That what-ever other hauds joyn d 
' z## the Accomplifhing, the only hand that Shortn'd the Great WORK, 
was Talmaches; and twas by his Condudt. and Gallantry, in that Emi- 
\ nent Service, That 91 ſaw That Finiſht, which otherwiſe bad been the 
Sabjeft of a longer, (if not a more hazardous) Diſpute. 
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his Squadron, to Sail down the' Shannon, and 
for the immediate Marching 'of Twenty Six 
whole Cannon, Mortars, &c. from Athlone, to 
meet him rhere. On the Third of Augy# the whole Army palſled 
the Shanwon at Banahar-Bridge, and came the ſame Night to Birr, 
(which place is diſtant from Lymerick Thirty Miles.) The Ge- 
neral having receiv'd an Account by Deſerters, That Brigadier 
Carral was poſted with a Party of 7ri/h, at « place called Nenagh, 
which is a Paſs Fourteen Miles from Lymerick, gave Orders to 
Brigadier Leviſon, with a detached Party, to go and Attack the 
faid place, who Marched from the Camp early this Morning, with 
Five Hundred Horſe and Dragoons. . nr” 

BRIGADIER Leviſes, with his Party, got yeſterday in the 
Evening to Nexagh; at whoſe approach the Governor Carral ſet 
the Town on Fire, and then quitted it in great haſt, but the Fire 
was ſoon put out by Eleven of our Men, who happened to be 
Priſoners there, and were left behind. 1 ol 

' THIS day we marched from Birr, and marched to a place 
called Burrasfeen, where we Encamped the fame Night. 

THIS Evening we reached Nenazh : Here we receiv'd an 
Account, That Brigadier Leviſoy, with his Horſe and Dragoons, 
purſued Carral and his Party ſo cloſely, and fo far, that within 
Four Miles'of Lymerick he took all their Baggage, amongſt which 
were Two rich Coats of long Azthony Carral's, one valued ar Eighty 


Pounds, the other at Forty Guinea's, and about Forty Piſtoles in 
B Gold ;

SOME Pioneers, under the Convoy of a good Party of Horſe 
and Dragoons, marched this Morning towards the” Sthver Mines, 
to mend the Roads for our Carriages. A Brigadier, and 'I'wo of 
the late King James's Horſe-Guards, who deſerted the Enemy, came 
into the Camp with their Horſes and Accoutrements, and adviſed 
us, __ the Enemy were Intreaching themſelves neat- Carrick-

LIEUTENANT Colonel Oxberowgh, with a Lieutenant, 
their Servants and Accoutrements, came-over to us from the Ene- 
my this day ; as alſo did another Officer and Eleven Muſqueteers, 
with their Anms., A Man.and Woman, were this day Hanged in 
the Camp; the Man for Robbing, andthe Woman-for Murthering 
one of -our Soldiers near Galway. Mr. Richards, Secretary, and 
Adjutant-General to Baldarick o Dounel, who had been with the

SEVERAL conſiderable Deferters came into our Camp, this 
* day, from the Enemies Quarters ; they gave us an account, That 
both French and Jriſh were mightily ſurprifed to find our Spips in 
the Shaxnon, having been poſlels'd, That the French were Maſters 
at Sea, and that we durſt not-adventure ſo far.  _ ; 
THIS Morning 'we decamped, from. Nexagh., and the fame 
Night- we; came to 2 place called, Sha/{ey, about Two: Miles 
from the Silver-Mines, a very-wild part of the Country. 
th T HIS day we marched gain, and came to a ſmall Village 
1210. called 7 ulla; here we incampd, and lay. till the 14th, on which 
I3 th day we decamp'd, and came that day to Carick-1rliſh, which is {ci- 
| tuate about Four Miles from Lymerick. | | 
THIS day the General went out of the Camp, at the head of 
«Fifteen Hundred derached Horſe and Dragoons, advancing with 
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General returned again to the Camp. 

THIS day ſeveral Deſerters came over to us, and confirmed 
an Account we had before receiv'd, That Sarsfe/d with the Enc- 
mies Horſe, was retired to the other ſide of the Shammor, being 
Encamp'd in the County of Clare, about Four Miles above Lyme- 
rick; and that their Foot were drawn in wirhin their Retrench- 
ments: They informed us hkewiſe, That the Earl of Zyrconnel 
was very ill, and had receiv'd the Extream-Unftion. 

THIS Afternoon Sir Fohn F7anmore, with Five Regiments of 


Foot, from Cork and the Neighbouring Garriſons joyned us. Ma- 


jor General ia Foreſt marched out of the Camp this day, with. a 
ſtrong detachment of Horſe and Foot, towards Athlone, to meet 
that part of our Artillery that were coming from thence, under 
the Convoy of Colonel Lloyd's Regiments ; theſe Guns conſiſt of 
Nine Twenty Four Pounders, Nine Eighteen Pounders, and Four 
large: Mortars ( being an Addition to- the Train of Artillery we 
brought with us from Galway. | 

T HIS Morning Three Deſerters came into our Camp, who 
brought us the following Accounts; That the Earl of Tyrconne! 
dyed on the 14h, the il] condition of the 7ri/b Afﬀairs having 
broke his Heart; That he was Buried at Lymerick on the 16h, 


and that a Commiſſion was produced from the late King, which 


Mr. Plowdex ( formerly one of the Commiſſioners of the Revenue 


of Ireland ) brought lately from France, appointing Sir Alexander 


Fitton , Sir Richard Neagle, and the faid Plowden, Juſtices of 
Treland. | | 

W E had an account this day, That Colonel Ferry Lutterel, had 
been lately ſeized at Lymerick, by Order of the French Lieutenant- 
General 4 ©ſſone, for having made ſome Propoſals for a Surrender 
of the Place, and thar he was Senteneed by a Court-Marſhal to 
be Shot ; upon which the General ſent them word by a 7rampetr, 
That if they put any Man to Death for having a mind to come 
over to us, he would revenge it on the 7ri/þ. 

THIS day ſeveral notorious Rapparees were broughr Priſo- 
ners into our Camp. It Rained very hard this day, as it lkewilc 


them within ſight of Zymerick, and having beaten in the Ene- gugault, 
mies Out-Guards, took a view of their Works from the Hill, 169 i- 
where our Artillery Encamped the laſt Year: In the Evening the TV

T HIS Afternoon Two Troopers of the late Earl of Tyrconne/s 
Regiment, and a Dragoon, deſerted the Enemy, and came over to 
us. 
MAJOR 0 Camor, who was Governor of Banahar, and 
Surrendred it on condition of marching out with his Men, hath 
ſince been in Lymerick, and upon view of the condition of that 
Place, and conſideration of the Wants of the 7ri/þ, and their im- 
pending Ruine, came over to us this day ; alſo Nine more of the 
Triſh Army, well Mounted and Equipped, came over to us. This 
day there came into our Camp Twenty Nine Tin-Boats, which 
were brought from Athlone to Killaloo by Water. Colonel Lumly, 
who had been abroad as far as Charleville, with a good Party of 
Horſe and Dragoons, returned again this Evening, with a Prey of 
Two Hundred and Fifty black Cattle, Three Hundred Sheep, and 
ſome Horſes. | 

OUR Men were —_ all this day in cutting of Faſcines, 
and in making other neceſſary Preparations for the Siege of Lyme- 
rick, whither the exceſſive Rains, lately fallen, ſtill obſtructed our 
March, as alſo the coming up of our Cannon and Mortars, which, 
we were advifed, was laſt Night near Bzrr. 

ONE Sheldon, a Lieutenant in the Iriſh Royal Regiment, and 
one Dowdal, an Triſh Councellor, made their eſcape from the E- 
nemy this day and come over to us. 

TO prevent the Abuſes committed by Sutlers, who had, about 
this time exceſſively raiſed the Rate of Bread and Drink, the Ge- 
neral this day publiſhed an Order, and thereby ſettled the Price 
of all manner of Proviſions in the Camp, and forbiding all Perſons 
to exceed the Rates fo ſettled, on pain of forfeiting their Goods and 
ſuffering a Months Impriſonment. Two Rapparees were this day 
hanged, being Convicted by a Court-Martial, for burning of Hou- 
ſes. Two of Sir John Lanier's Troopers, and a North-Country 
Sutler, were likewiſe Condemned : The Two firſt for Robbing 
Captain Watts, an Officer in the ſame Regiment, and the other 
for buying the Captain's Watch, which was Stoln, and ſold to 
hum by the Troopers. 
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THE General having ſent out Major Slunde with Two Hundred Autquft 25 | 


and Fifty freſh Draught-Horſes to haſten the coming up of our 
Guns, &c. and ordered our Ships in the Shannon to come nearer 
Lymerick ; and being himſelf, as well as the whole Army, very im- 
patient 1n lying here, gave Orders laſt Night for our March, pur- 
ſuant ro which, about Five rhis Morning we decamped, and all 
moved towards Lymerick, except Two Regiments of Foot, and an 
Hundred Horſes, which remain'd in our Camp as a Rear-Guard, 
for the ſecurity of our Tin-Boats, and the reſt of our Artillery, &c. 
as alſo to wait for Major General /a Faret's coming up with our 
heavy Cannon Mortars, &c. who laſt Night encamped within four 
Mules of us; by three this Afternoon we came before two of rhe 
Enemies Out-Forts, the one an Old Church, the other Cromwells, 
or rather ret0y's Fort, the latter well fortified with a very good 
Ditch, and Lines of Communication with the Town, and both well 
Man'd; in the former were 500 Musketeers, but neither of them 
gave us much trouble, the Garrifons in both running away upon 
our Advance. On the Left of our Army was a very good Fort 
built laſt Winter, guarded by 600 Men, which was bravely Attac- 
qued by Bo of our Erg/jjþ Granadiers, who receiving a Volley of 
their Shot, with ſmall dammage, mounted the Works, and carried 
the place, and drove the Enemy into the cover'd way they had from 
the Fort tothe Town ; our Men (having received another Volley ) 
purſued them to their next Out-Works to the Town, and in this 
action killed near x09, and took 16 Priſoners. Colonel Doxep of 
the Dari/h Horſe, who commanded our advance Party of Horſe, 
was Slain by a chance Cannon-ſhot: The General expecting the 
Enemy would make a Sally, commanded the Troopers ſhould lie all 
Night at their Horſes heads. 

THIS Afternoon our Cannon and Mortars, with 800 Carts 
of Ball and Boombs, and 800 Barrels of Powder, arrived here from 
Athloxe: Tins Night we broke Ground, and began to work on our 
_ of Communication, making our Approaches with very fmall 
ols. ; 

EARLY this Morning the Prince Darmfad?, with his own, 
Colonel 7 fins, and Colonel St. Fohns Regiment of Foot, and about 
700 Horſe, Marched hence to reduce Cajtle-Connel, where the Ene-

my had a very good Garriſon: Another Party Marched hence 
with four Guns to take in two or chree Caſtles which the Enem 
had Garifon'd down the River. This Night the Enemy Fired fo 
hard from two Guns they had drawn below the Town on our left, 
that it obliged our Men to move alittle further off till they could be 
better ſecured. This Morning orders were given for fitting 1000 
Hand-Granadoes, and 600 Booms, to be ready againſt Eight at 
Night. This Day our Fleet, which were ordered from Gatway, 
being about 18 Sail, being under the Command of Captain Coal, 
came up the Shannon towards the Town, firing ſo briskly as they 
paſſed by the Enemies Carnp at Crattalogae, that they made many 
of them run to the adjacent Hills; our Ships came to an Anchor 
about three Miles below the Town. - 

T HIS Morning the General went on Board the Fleet, but ſtaid 
not long there: The Weather about this time began to be pretty 
go00d. Carrick-Gunnel Caſtle whoſe Garriſon was x 3o Men, and 
two Captains, commanded by one Archho/d, furrendred upon Mer- 
cy, and the Priſoners were immediately pur into the Provo's Cuſto- 
dy ; and this Night was ſurrendred likewiſe the Caſtle of Ballycul- 
lare, and another ſtrong Caſtle on the Shannon; in all the ſeveral 
Caſtles we took about 900 Priſoners. Our Men was very buſfie all 
this day on our Line of Communication. This Morning our light 
Frigats came and Anchored within ſight of the Town, Captain Coal 
lying with the reſt about fix Miles oft; the 1ri/þ upon the firſt ap- 
pearance of them, expreſled a mighty Joy, believing them* to be 
French, and were as much troubled, when they found their Miſtake. 


. THIS Morning our Ships began to unload Ammunition, &c. 


This Evening our Line of Communication was finiſhed, the Guns 
and Mortars were drawn down and Mounted thereon, . and this 
Night about Eleven, our Mortars began to Play, and threw above 
x00 Bombs and Carcaſtes into the Town ; which, beſides their o- 
ther Execution, fired the Town in three ſeveral places. Upwards 
of 400 Priſoners taken in the three ſeveral.places before mentioned, 
-were this day ſent hence to Clonmel, under a good guard of Horſe 
and Drogoons. About Ten this Night { to encourage the Foot, and 
ro prevent their being too much Fatiegu'd) 600 Troopers on Foot 
were Commanded. down-to the Trenches to raiſe another Battery, 
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of Kerry, about Eleven of the Clock we Played from our New 
Battery. This Night 200 of the Proteſtant Inhabitants of Lymerick, 
or thereabouts, moſt of them Women and Children, were brought 
off from an Iſland in the Shannon, where the 7rifh detained them 
Priſoners ; the manner of Relieving them, was thus, Major J-{e; 
Stroud who Commands in Chief the Militia of the County of Cork, 
Garrifon'd at Amnagh-beg, as he was on the 3o at Night Relieving 
his Guards, a Captain-Lieutenant, Cornet, and a Trooper, all of the 
Triſh Army Deſerted, and came over to him, one of them propoſed 
apiece of Service, which Major Stroud readily accepted, which was, 
to bring off ſome Proteſtants from an Iſland in the Shawnon, called 
St. Thomas's Ifland, whereupon the Major immediately taking wirh 


him 16 Dragoons with them, in four Cotts, entred the Iſland, and 


brought off 200 Proteſtants that were in great Miſery, being al- 
molt Starved for want of Food, having only two ſmall Cabbins to 
ſhelter them from the Weather, and but a little Hay to ye on; 
they alſo brought off a Prey of 46 Horſes. Yeſterday arid: this 
day we Played from our Cannon 'and Mortars very briskly, with 
very good Execution, as we: were told by a Captain, two Lieute- 
nants, and Eleven Dragoons, who deſerted the Enemy, and came 
over to us this Evening. ls 


THIS Morning Colonel Wooſely went from our Camp with Sept. 1. 
500 Horſe and Dragoons towards #;//a/oo, it being reported; that 169 '- 


Sarsfield was moving that way : We ſtill continued to Batter and 
Bombard the Town very furiouſly, x20-of the Rebels who were 


taken 20 Miles off; were laſt Night. brought Priſoners into the Camp. 
THIS Morning an Expreſs arrived in-the-Camp, being ſent by 2 


Brigadier Levi/ox to the General, dated yeſterday near New-Marketr, 
which adviſes, that having Intelligence on Monday Evening where 
the Lord Merrions and the Lord Brittas's Regiment of Horle were, 
he Marched towards them, and by One of the Clock in the Mor- 
ning fell in with them, killed a great Number of them onthe place, 
cutring oft ſeveral intire Troops, very tew eſcaping, and had taken 
the Lord Caft/econnels Lady, and divers others, Pritoners ; as allo, 
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EARLY this Morning the Troopers had finiſhed their Battery : AUg..3t. 
About Two this Morning, a' Body of 400 Horſe and Dragoons, 1 6 9 [- 
Commanded by Brigadier Leviſon, went hence towards the County 4 V7

This Evening Three Hundred Horſe and Dragoons marched from 
the Camp towards Xerry, to reinforce Brigadier LeviJon, who was 
ordered to reduce that Country, . and all the Garrifons berwixt 
Lymerick and Cork. We were all yeſterday andthisday 1mployed im 
unſhipping our Guns, Mortats, Stores, @©c. and joyning them to 
the Train. This Night we began to work on'a hew Battery of 
Twenty Two Guns, the leaſt Eighteen Pounders, and Eteven Mor- 
rars, from Eighteen Inches Three quarters to Seventy and an halt
